Scores of F B I agents, working with 
with the British and Canadians. 
spent months in puking together bits 
of information from all sorts of 
sources to complete the picture. One 
outcome was the arrest of Dr Klaus 
Fuchs top British atomic scientist, 
on F B I information He was con­ 
victed and sentenced to 14 years im­ 
prisonment in England 
Counter-intelligence agents these

LONG STRIKE IS 
IN PROSPECT AT

Hershey, P a , April 3 (ZP)- Both 
management and union dug in today 
for a long strike at Community 
Services operated by Hershey in­ 
terests at this unique chocolate town. 
The strike, Involving 1,100 workers 
at many community facilities In the 
Hershey-dominated town of 3,000 
population, was called yesterday by 
an A FL union to press demands for 
higher w’ages and other benefits. 
The big chocolate plant, however, 
around which Is the life of the com­ 
munity revolves, was not affected by 
the strike. That plant, employing 
3,000 workers, is covered In a sep­ 
arate wage contract. Many of them

The striking workers, members of 
the AFL-Bakery and Confectionery 
Workers Union, normally are em­ 
ployed in such establishments as the 
Hershey hotel, sports arena. Com­

They continued open with manage­ 
ment personnel providing services. 
Nearly 1.000 W alk Out 
John Shearer, president of the 
local union, said that “ close to 1.000” 
of the workers joined in the walk­ 
out. John B Sollenberger, president 
of the Hershey estates, which op­ 
erates the community's facilities, said 
the various services would continue 
to be provided. 
Both Shearer and Sollenberger 
said they were prepared for a long 
strike And David L. Walker, aute 
secretary of Labor and Industry, 
and O. Harry Young, federal con­ 
ciliator. said there was “ insufficient 
elasticity" in the positions of union 
and management for the time being 
to warrant further talks to end the 
deadlock.

STARTING GRASS ON SLOPES 
There is a dual tendency for lawn 
grass on steep slopes, such as banks 
and terraces, to die out sooner than 
grass on level areas. First, the richer 
surface soil in which grass root* find 
their sole source of sustenance grad­ 
ually wash away from slopes, even 
from heavy .sods. Next. plant foods 
and moisture supplies naturally leach 
from soils thus exposed to the force 
of gravitation. "W hat can I do?" is 
the common inquiry from readers 
who encounter this difficult problem. 
The chief mistake usually made by 
persons who attem pt to sta rt grass 
on steep slopes ta to use seed instead 
of sod. Not only do ram* often seri­ 
ously erode the soil before gras* a t­ 
tains sufficient growth to hold the 
soil, but many seeds may be washed 
away before they 
germ inate. 
Of 
course, the solution is to use sod 
Sodding may be done almost any 
t ime of the year when the ground is 
not frozen while seeding is limited 
generally to late summer.

If sod strips are pieced up and 
down the slope, erosion or gullying 
will occur dowm the seams. Safety 
lies in placing sod stripe horizontally 
along the slope and avoiding seams 
near each other. Tho. sod should 
be pegged securely, especially on 
steep slopes, from slipping or sag­ 
ging 
Perhaps the three most im portant 
facts about successful 
sodding 
of 
slopes are; (I) Use a vigorous sod 
th at is thickly matted with grass 
roots; (2) work 6-8-6 fertilizer into 
the surface soil and water gently to 
dissolve the material before plac­ 
ing sod; (3> tamp the sod firmly in 
place and thereafter keep it amply 
supplied with moisture until it i* welt 
established 
Likewise maintaining sod on steep 
slopes calls for emphasis on several 
im portant points. Grass on slopes, for 
reasons already mentioned, requires 
more liberal 
feeds and 
watering 
than does grass on level ground. 
Mowing should not be neglected In 
order to promote low. well stooled 
clumps Clippings should be left to 
mulch the surface to reduce soil 
washing among the plants. It may 
prove advisable to grow special sod
